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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 7-1 8 
are allowable because none of the prior art of record suggests a light source for emitting 
white LED lighting or method of manufacturing thereof comprising at least: a plurality of 
white LED elements held within holding holes of the reflective plate, the holes arranged 
in a matrix-type array with a prescribed pitch, a front surface of the reflective plate being 
located 2 mm to 4 mm behind an electrode portion of each of the LED elements, a base 
plate attached to positive terminal and negative terminal of each of the LED elements, 
the base plate being arranged parallel to and directly behind the reflective plate. 
SIMMS (US 4,860,177) shows a series-parallel electrical network of LEDs on a circuit 
board parallel and directly behind a front plate of a matrix array of apertures where the 
LEDs protrude, but there is no suggestion of white LEDs directed behind the vehicle nor 
any indication of the any electrode 2-4 mm above the front face of the plate. 
MOUYARD et al (US 4,254,453) show an example of the extent of about 3 mm (col. 9, 
lines 67-68) which the body of LED body (20) extends in a reflector cavity (42,76), but 
has no electrode positioned above the front face of the reflector array (40) of reflector 
cavities (42,76). ELLEN (US 6.504,179) shows a matrix array of UV LEDs (24-fig.8) 
supported by common support (21) and housing (22) of conversion layers (25) that as 
unit produce white light. LODHIE (US 6,193,392) shows a flat front face reflector plate 
(50,51) with apertures (53) receiving 3 LEDs supported by circuit board base (40) 
parallel and directly under the reflector plate, but no suggestion of a matrix with a 
definable pitch of white colored LEDs. DUROCHER et al (US 6,614,103) show an array 
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of 3 white LEDs positioned within rigid carrier (31 ,32) of inclined reflective surfaces (57) 
positioned above a module base (41).
